A New Spirit 


Era Of Better Feeling In Groups 


Once Hostile To Each Other Leads 


To Expressions Of Optimism

\ i ’ARMINGTON, Jan. 12—There’* a new spirit— 
' V 
indeed, a better sptrlt—- in tho air a© between 
business and government, as between groups which 
have been but never should have been hostile to 
each other, and as between groups which realize now 
more than ever, In the lace of a business recession, 
that the system of private capital and private Initia­ 
te© I* about to meet its greatest stratu. 
President Roosevelt has told the press that, even 
in his observations about businessmen whom he has 
been denouncing, he was criticizing an attitude, a 
point of view. a class consciousness rather than any 
specific Individuals. His objections, as publicly ex­ 
pressed, were impersonal rather than personal. 
This Is a clearing of the air in Itself, it encourages 
falrmlndedness. It remove# from th* seen* to no 
small extent the basis for the personal animosities 
which have characterized dlarussions of national 
problems as they revolve around the President him­ 
self. 
In the midst, of this era of better feeling cornea to 
the White House a group consisting of Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr. of General Motors. Ernest T. W eir of 
National Steel and on* of th© leaders In the "MUI* 
steel" group, Lewis H. Brown, the head of Johns* 
Manville Co., M. W. Clement, who heads up th* 
Pennsylvania railroad system, and Colby Chester, 
chairman of the board of the General Koodi Corp. 
and alto president of the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 
Such a group reprcHents prestige and Influence lu 
the business world. It aho represents a definite rela­ 
tionship to economic problems which has never been 
and probably will never bo political, but, broadly 
speaking, Is economic and practical. 
It requires uo eavesdropping ut such a conference 
between business leaders and Hie President to know 
th* respective viewpoints—-what the President and 
the businessmen each feel is st the bottom of tile 
present business recession 
There could easily be 
agreement as to some of the major causes, but there 
are bound to be differences of opinion as to methods 
of moving the economic system forward and bring­ 
ing back employment. 
T 
H E essential point of departure is in method, in 
attaining the objectives which business and gov­ 
ernment each seek. The interesMnc fact which has 
to be borne in mind is that business la primarily 
interested in production, in efficiency, in increasing 
output per man, in meeting the demands of the In­ 
vestors for a fslr return on capital. 
As for government, It represents, through the 
President and the congress, a solicitude for broad 
social considerations which sometimes, because of 
the presence of mass voting power, does things with 
a benevolent purpose which have the effect of frus­ 
trating a commendable economic purpose. 
Mr. Sloan, for example, in hi* public speeches has 
urged that America pay high wages and maintain a 
high standard of living. Mr. Chester has expressed 
his desire for a more liberal and more flexible atti­ 
tude on I he part of businessmen tow ard the social 
problems of the day. 
What, then, Impedes progress? It is the often ag­ 
gressive use of economic power by companies, by 
employ© groups, and by financial men, who, under a 
competitive system, keep their minds and their 
energies grooved within th© channels of their own 
endeavors largely in preoccupation with their own 
Interest, whilst the public interest, often feebly 
championed by government or overzealously defend­ 
ed. suffer* because all these differing points of view 
are not reconciled or meshed in an inlMlizently 
planned mardi of capital, of labor, of productive 
processes. 
The task is Dimply stated, but with difficulty 
achieved. Under a system of democracy and Individ­ 
ual freedom, subject only to restraints for fraud or 
dishonesty, the accumulated savings of man’s labor, 
known as capital, ask for a fixed Interest rate when 
funds are loaned and a. fair return and assurance of 
some* safety when funds are invested in common 
stock ownership. 
Labor, on the other hand, demand* a fair wage, 
too. Each has th© right to strike and bargain collec­ 
tively-laboring men through their organizations. 
and investors through their right to withhold funds 
from investment lf they se© hazards and possible, 
losses. 


r~\BVIOUSLY, there can be no compulsion to make 
v / a man invest his money when the skies ar© 
cloudy, and there can be no making a laborer accept 
a Job that doesn t pay enough to care for him and his 
family. Entrenched greed and Individual selfishness 
exists, but it is not controlling because, over a broad 
class of varied interests, the rules of th© whole 
capitalistic system—larger wages for capital and 
larger wages for labor—prevail rather than ©motion­ 
al or political concepts, Labor leaders are out to get 
as much as they can for their men and America s 
millions of investors are out to get as much hb they 
can for their money or they fir© the managers—the 
corporation executive*—to whom they pay salaries. 
But how can all these groups be brought to work 
together, to act together, to function really in their 
own Interest by cooperating iii the common Inter­ 
est? This is the obligation of statesmanship both In 
business and in government. Two statements made 
thie week by the heads ot the two biggest banks In 
the world are significant. Said Winthrop W. Aldrich, 
chairman of the Chase National bank, in Im report 
to stockholders: 
"There is ai present going on a very helpful inter­ 
change of opinion with respect to government eco­ 
nomic policy between Washington and the business 
and financial community." 
Said James H. Pet kins. chairman of the board of 
the National City bank of New York, to his stock­ 
holders in an address on the economic situation; 
"I am an optimist in thai I believe the solution of 
the problems is well wlthlu our ability” 
Results will not begin to show at once as a con­ 
sequence of this spirit of cooperation, but It will b© 
felt In tho course ot 1938 a* America strives to make 
democracy function through the stern discipline of 
economic facts. I lies© have taught us often tbs! an 
exce** of anything, whether of taxes or profits or 
labor costs or high prices or costs of government or 
political regulation, merely produces economic In­ 
digestion and fruafrates the free flow of goods from 
producer* to buyers, the fre» flow’ of capital from 
Investor* to capital users and the free flow of Jobs 
from industry and business to the nian-pow-er of th© 
nation.

Monopoly Setup Ruled Legal 


By 3-Judge Federal Court 


In Druggists’ Suit

COLUMBUS. 0., Jan. 13 — A 
tbree-Judg* federal court upheld 
today the conatituttonality of the 
Ohio liquor monopoly ayHtem and 
Its right to regulate the mile and 
distribution of all liquor within the 
state. 
The case involved the suit of 
the Welding. Ktnnan and Marvin 
Co., Toledo wholesale druggist*. 
who contended that the monopoly 
of retail liquor business in Ohio 
was unconstitutional because it de­ 
prived them of property rights and 
business. 
The firm sought the right to sell 
liquor for medicinal purposes as it 
did before the atate liquor law be­ 
came operative. 
Judges upholding the eontemion 
of the state that the liquor law was 
constitutions! were Circuit Court 
Judge Florence Allen and District 
Judge* Melt G. Underwood 
and 
Robert Nevln. 
“There is no Inherent right or 
vested property in the busine*# of 
selling Intoxicating liquors and no 
property or privilege within the 
protection of the constitution 
of 
the state is taken away, denied or 
invaded by I he liquor control act 
of the state of Ohio in its restric­ 
tion and regulation of the liquor 
traffic in Ohio.” the decision said.

duug firm had raised no substan­ 
tial fcd»*rHl question. 
The Toledo firm, if it desires, 
may appeal the decision directly 
to the U. 8.

To Guard Wellsville 


Construction of Wellsville s $250,• 
OGO flood wall will he started Feb. 
I by approximately 700 men, United 
States Army Engineers have ad­ 
vised Mayor Howard L. Kelley of 
Wellsville. 
Cap!. W. R 
Lincoln, who will 
supervise the project, will establish 
headquarters, probably in Wells­ 
ville city 
building, within 
t w o 
weeks to complete plans for be­ 
ginning th*" project. 
The work will he done by labor 
taken from WPA rolls. 
Wellsville city council next Tues­ 
day night will consider legislation 
for the improvement. 
The city is 
required to furnish the right-of-way 
and to maintain the wall. 
Soil Study Available 
Engineers from the Pittsburgh 
district h a v e completed a study of 
available soils. 
Some of the fill, 
will be dredged from the Ohio 
river. 
The barrier is intended to pro­ 
tect part of Wellsville west of Lit­ 
tle Beaver creek from floods reach.

T is well known that there baa 
been a marked decline in the 
general death r*»»e from tubercu­ 
losis This dreaded disease, known 
aa the ‘‘white plague." or "con­ 
sumption." 
was 
all 
too common 
only a quarter of a century ago. 
As a result of our improved m eth­ 
ods 
of diagnosis 
and 
treatm ent, 
there has been a definite decrease 
in the number of sufferers from 
this condition. 
Put in spite of this fine improve­ 
ment. the tuberculosis death rate 
remains too high In infants under 
one year of age. 
In fact, children 
of this age appear m o re suscepti­ 
ble to the disease than 
in any 
other period of life. 
For this reason, it is advn-ed by 
all the experts in the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis that more 
rigid provisions be made to guard 
the baby from tuberculosis. W hat 
i« useful to this end, improves the 
general health as well. 
An infant may contract tubercu­ 
losis in one of two ways. 
It may 
inhale the germs from som e in­ 
fected Pierson, usually a parent, the

has almost disappeared bv reason 
of the pasteurization or boiling of 
milk. 
It will be seen that the proven 
lion of tuberculosis in early in 
fancy can be controlled by prevent­ 
ing contact of the baby with those 
who suffer from the disease. 
But. 
unfortunately, 
the 
disease 
often 
exists in adults without their be­ 
ing aw are of it. 
It is well to suspect tuberous 
sis when there 
is 
a 
history of 
"hemoptysis.” 
coughing 
up 
of 
blood, or repeated attacks of colds, 
pleurisy and various disturbances 
of the lung. 
W hen such a history 
is found in one of the household. 
It is hest that the infant he kept 
away from him until a sure diag­ 
nosis is made. 
Let me warn you of a very com­ 
mon source of infection which is 
often overlooked. Too often a fond 
grandparent is permitted intimate 
care of an Infant. 
The grandpa^ 
rn t frequently has a chronic cough 
and 
is 
believed 
to be suffering 
from 
"chronic 
bronchitis” 
or 
“asthm a.” when in reality it may­ 
be some form of tuberculosis. 
W henever a m em ber of the fam ­ 
ily is suspected of having any dis­ 
order of the 
lungs, 
a 
complete 
medical examination should be ob 
tamed. 
T he sputum should be ex­ 
amined and in all instances X ray 
examinations made of the lungs.
